REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 and 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
known prior art teaches or fairly suggests the automatic tube-type specimen container 
supply apparatus of claim 1 . The Examiner considers the closest prior art to be 
Ishizuka (JP 2002/306952). Ishizuka fails to teach or suggest the particular container 
individually-sending mechanism in currently claim 1. In particular, Ishizuka fails to teach 
or suggest a single drive source for lifting up the specimen containers which includes a 
single drive source for lifting up said specimen containers, a lifting plate which is driven 
up and down by the drive source, and an auxiliary plate which is mounted on one side 
of and adjacent the lifting plate. The lifting plate including a pin engageable with and 
displaceable in a slit in the auxiliary plate, the drive source driving only the lifting plate 
such that the auxiliary plate is slidable up and down in accordance with movement of 
the lifting plate only by engagement of the pin with the slit. The lifting plate and the pin, 
and the auxiliary plate and the slit being constructed such that the top end of the 
auxiliary plate is flush with that of the lifting plate when the lifting plate descends and is 
located in a lower level than that of the lifting plate when the lifting plate ascends. 

3. The prior art made of record herewith and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to Applicant's disclosure as general background information related to Applicant's field 
of endeavor.
